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The  attitude  of  the  farmer  towards  the  county  agent  has  changed  within 
the  last  few  years.     It  used  to  be  that  the  young  agricultural  college  man 
who  went  out  as  county  agent  either  ran  up  against  repugnance  or  amused 
tolerance.    The  farmers  considered  them  "hook  farmers"  -  without  practical 
experience  and  lacked  confidence  in  them.    That  attitude  was  the  cause  of 
our  employing  as  county  agents  at  the  start  only  actual  feriners.    To  get 


the  cooperation  of  the  farmers,  we  found  it  necessary  to  go  out  into  the 
community  and  take  the  best  and  most  progressive  farmers  we  could  get, 
without  reference  to  their  technical  training  and  use  them  as  county  agents. 
As  time  went  on  the  farmer  has  come  to  respect  the  knowledge  of  these  younger 
college  trained  men.

The  Bureau  of  Markets  has  appointed  David  Harrell,   of  Austin,   Texas,  as 
Livestock  Commissioner.    He  will  sail  for  South  America  about  the  middle  of 
June  and  is  to  investigate  the  possibilities  for  pure  bred  stock  from  the  United 
States,   and  to  stimulate  interest  in  importations  from  this  country.
